SUBJECT 


:  Murder,  rape  and  torture  in  the  vicinity  of  Tagbilaran 
Bohol,  P.  I.,  Juno  -  September  1942  and  July  1944. 


During  June,  July  end  August  and  September  1942,  Japanese 
forces  in  the  island  of  Bohol  carried  out  several  executions  and  committed 
ither  crimes  in  the  vicinity  of  Tagbilaran. 


In  late  May  or  June  1942,  the  trwnspe<plo  were  .rdered  to 
assemble  at  the  school  to  witness  a  public  beheading  (R  8,  11 ).  A  teacher 
whv.  had  bean  arrested  previously  was  whipped  (R-ll).  Then  a  black  sash 
was  tied  around  hie  eyes  and  upon  the  r.rdor  of  Col.  MINI,  one  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  beheaded  the  teacher  with  a  samurai  sword  (R  8,  11).  later  another 
Filipino  was  similarly  executed  in  tho  presence  of  the  Colonel  (R  12). 

About  tho  middle  of  June  1942,  a  young  woman  of  Baclayon, 
Bohol  was  ordered  by  the  puppet  .'-governor  to  go  to  tho  home  of  Col.  MINI 
in  Tagbllaran.  Vhen  sho  refused,  the  governor  and  a  Japanese  captain  who 
had  accompanied  him,  threotnned  to  kill  her  family  and  bum  hor  home. 

Then  they  foroed  her  into  a  car  and  drove  her  to  Col.  MINI’S  headquarters. 
Tho  colonel  told  hor  to  sit  beoldo  him  and  whon  she  refused  ho  beat  her 
and  slapped  her  and  then  he  tore  cff  her  clothes  and  threatened  her  with 
his  samurai  sword,  '.'hen  sho  refused  to  submit  to  him,  he  tied  her  hande, 
fastened  the  rope  to  tho  head  of  the  bed  and  than  raped  hor  (R  7,  8). 

The  fjll.wlng  night  she  Jumped  out  of  the  window  and  succeeded  in  escaping 
to  a  nearby  island  (R  8). 


One  day  in  August,  another  Filipino  was  tied  and  taken  to 
tne  comotery  whero  several  Filipino  officers  held  as  prisoners  by  the 
Japanese  wero  lined  up  to  witness  his  execution.  The  victim  was  forced 
to  knoel  beside  a  pit  while  Colonel  MINI  demonstrated  to  a  Japanese 
lieutenant  how  he  wished  the  victim  to  be  executod.  Then  the  lieutenant 
beheaded  the  victim  andhls  body  fell  into  the  pit  (R  1,  15). 

About  20  September  1942,  three  truckloads  of  Japanese 
soldiers  stopped  at  a  home  near  L^on,  Bohol  where  they  accused  a  woman  of 
aiding  USAFIE  soldiers  to  escape,  Hor  husband,  hiding  in  tho  attic  cf  the 
h.uso,  refused  to  come  down  and  the  Jap?nese  set  fire  to  the  building* 

'Vhen  he  attempted  to  escapo,  ho  was  bayonotod  and  shot  to  death  by  the 
Japanese  (R  38). 


On  11  July  1944,  'vor  a  hundred  Filipinos  were  locked  up  in 
the  Municipal  Building  and  eeparatedly  interrogated.  One  of  them  was  tiod 
and  suspended  abovo  the  floor,  beaten  repeatedly  with  a  baseball  bat  as  a 
result  uf  which  he  died  two  days  later  (R  35,  36). 


About  26  June  1944,  a  Filipino  civilian  was  arrested  by  the 
Japanese  who  accused  him  cf  being  a  merrilla.  He  wae  questioned,  beaten, 
tied  and  suspondod  from  a  bean  under  tho  house  while  the  Japanese  continued 
questioning  and  beating  him.  They  loft  him  hanging  while  they  ate  dinner. 
Then  .ne  of  the  Japanese  cut  the  rope,  dragged  him  outside  and  shot  him  to 
death  (R  23,  27). 
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
